DIAGNOSIS: Whitman isn't the 
only person worried about this crit- 
ical subject.

SINCE THE essence of every democratic government, there- 
fore, is the Golden Rule, you can easily measure the vigor of our 
democracy by examining yourselves and your associaties. How 
much Golden Rule is demonstrated here in America? Don't de- 
bate such rhetorical questions in the abstract. Suppose you 
dropped a $5 bill in the restaurant, as you paid your luncheon 
check. And suppose, further, that the waiter or any other diner 
saw you drop that $5. You can measure the future expectancy 
of this American republic by what our citizens will do in such a 
situation. If a majority will call the loss to your attention, or 
report their finding the money, to the management, then our 
democracy is still well insured, for they are demonstrating the 
Golden Rule. We can also count on their granting similar favors 
to minority factions in the realm of religion or race. But if a 
majority of our citizens will pocket the money, and make no dili- 
gent effort to return it to the rightful owner, then you might 
as well prepare for dictatorship, for the American public no 
longer applies the Golden Rule. It will then be only a matter of 
time before Fascism is on the throne in Washington, D. C.

iT REALLY makes little difference whether a dictator is 
American-born or comes from Europe, Asia or other continents. 
What organizations, therefore, are diligently laboring in this 
country to teach our youth that they ought to give the $5 bill 
back io its real owner? What organizations are zealously trying 
to offset the natural and age-old rule of force, by the unnatural 
but laudable Golden Rule? The churches may not be perfect, but 
~ they are the best guarantees we have for the continuity of our 
American type of democracy. You better get behind them quickly, 
too, for they are a greater protection to our form of govern- 
ment that a million airplanes and battleships.

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Why Muscles 
Get Flabby If 
Not Exercised

HY do muscles that are not 
exercised get flabby? 

The contraction of a muscle, 
simple and frequent as such an 
act is, results in some of the most 
complicated chemical and structural 
changes that can occur in the body. 
Energy is released because oxygen 
unites with sugar, just as oxygen 
uniting with gasoline releases en- 
ergy in your motor car. Water 
and lactic acid are formed as by- 
products. Structurally some of the 
muscle cells are broken down or at 
least temporarily diminished in size. 
The muscle cells absorb from the 
surrounding blood plasma food ma- 
terials. When exercise is regular 
there is a constant change of some 
of the elements of the muscle cells. 
The fibrous portions of the muscle 
cell become hardened and tough. 
The cells become larger, firmer, and 
there is an increase in the number 
of muscle cells. Lack of use reverses 
all these processes, resulting in a 
soft, flabby, easily tiring muscle.

CAN A PERSON live with one 
kidney and be healthy? 


This is a question that thousands 
of people have had to answer for 
themselves personally, and admit- 
tedly it is an anxious one. But it 
can be answered affirmatively. A 
person with one kidney lives just 
as long as a person with two. A 
kidney must be removed either be- 
cause of tuberculosis or a kidney 
stone which has caused infection 
and destruction. With modern 
methods of examination, the func- 
tional capacity of each kidney can 
be tested separately and it can 
be determined that the kidney that 
is to remain can do all the work of 
excretion for the whole body. The 
kidneys work in their own fashion 
—probably not more than a third 
of the kidney tissue works at any 
one time; then it rests and another 
third carries on. When one kid- 
ney is removed, the other enlarges 
to compensate. 
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A READER, 45 years old, who 
has never had a toothache or had 
a tooth pulled, writes that his wis- 
dom teeth came in late, and that 
two of them are not completely 
erupted yet, Should they be pulled 
because they do not present a 
chewing surface? 


In the absence of any trouble, 
toothache or decay, it would cer- 
tainly be the censensus of conserv- 
ative opinion that wisdom teeth, 
whether erupted or not, should be 
let alone. Perhaps a dental X-ray+ 
would be advisable in view of the 
tendency to later eruption, to see 
that they are not impacted, and 
not infringing on nerve trunks or 
other teeth, though in the absence 
of toothache or discomfort such a 
contingency is rather remote. Wis- 
dom teeth are probably not neces- 
sary, as is proved by the fact that 
many are able to chew well with- 
out them, and because they are 
semi-vestigial structures they are 
more liable to deterioration than 
other teeth, but if free from decay, 
firm and have live, healthy pulps, 
they will function well and should 
be allowed to do so.

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Discipline in 
School Should 
Be “Individual

66 HO was that? The scholar 
W who did that raise his 
hand.” 

No hand is raised and the angry 
teacher repeats the order. “The 
boy who threw that paper wad 
raise his hand.” Still no hand is 
raised. 

“Very well. Nobody did it I sup- 
pose. I just imagined it. Very well. 
If, by 3 o’clock, the boy who did it 
does not own up, and nobody in- 
forms upon him, the whole class 


will stay in for half an hour every 
day for the week.” 


Now some of the children have 
work to do after school. Some 
of them have special lessons by 
appointment. Some have appoint- 
ments with the doctor or the den- 
tist or the relatives of the family. 
Parents expect the children at the 
usual hour. All that is disregarded. 
The whole class stays in, silent, re- 
bellious and sullen. 

One boy offended. He did not 
confess and nobody will tell on him. 
That is the code of the school. To 
expect the class to tell is to expect 
them to dishonor themselves, To 
punish them for not dishonoring 
themselves is silly. It is also un- 
just. Nobody should be, nobody is, 
in a sane community, punished for 
what someone else has done. Yet 
the teacher who is credited with 
being a leader of childhood forgets 
all this and keeps the class in after 
school for five afternoons. 


Of course, the parents complain. 
The teacher by this time feels she 
must justify herself. She stands 
firmly on her authority. The prin- 
cipal usually feels he cannot inter- 
fere. The children get the idea 
that there is no justice, no fair- 
ness in these people, and lose faith 
and trust in them. That means 
a loss in discipline, work and school 
spirit, It is all too bad.

WHEN A PUPIL does something 
that demands investigation and 
punishment, make the investigation 
but don’t ask other children to tell 
on their companion—unless the of- 
fense is extremely grave and in- 
volves the pupil in matters that call 
for the police and the courts. School 
offenses are rarely, very rarely, 
that grave. 


Whispering, throwing wads of 
paper, giggling and the like, are 
not worth taking school time for 
correction. The fault is not with 
the pupils, but lies in the teaching. 
Children who are being well taught 
are centered on the work before 
them and there is no talking, no 
misconduct that calls for an inter- 
ruption of the work. In properly 
conducted classrooms whispering, 
communications of many sorts, co- 
operation, action, are the right kind 
of behavior. In the classroom of 
the unprepared, undirected, un- 
knowing teacher, the whispering, 
giggling, shoving, tossing of notes 
and wads are the expression of 
boredom. There is no need for in- 
vestigation and wholesale punish- 
ment, The cause is plain. Better 
teaching will bring better behavior. 


Parents have the right and the 
duty to protest against group pun- 
ishment. It is unjust, ineffective, 
wasteful. It is the indication of 
misdirected teaching, and the teach- 
ing needs remedial attention. Dis- 
cipline, like instruction, should be 
individual, suited to the needs of 
the pupil under consideration. The 
class ought not to be held account- 
able for the misdeed of one pupil

The Southernaires, Who Sing Here Tomorrow Night, Have Drawn 15,000 Letters in One Week.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.

F course, there is no sure way 
()-« knowing just how many 

people attend the Sunday 
morning service, ushered in by the 
foregoing lines, conducted by the 
Southernaires of the “little weath- 
er-beaten, white-washed church.” 
It is true, however, that one week 
their leader’s prose-poem descrip- 
tion of home brought 15,000 letters 
requesting copies of the reading. 
He and the other Southernaires 
have been broadcasting sermons, 
hymns, spirituals and old favorite 
melodies for 11 years, and now at 
National Broadcasting Co. studios 
they are considered less a program 
than an institution. Their pro- 
grams come into St. Louis every 
Sunday morning at 9:30 a. m. over 
KWK. 


As most ministers well know, 
there are many sincerely religious 
people who do not regularly go to 
church each Sunday morning. 
Some are unable because of phys- 
ical affliction, and others have rea- 
sons of their own. The non-secta- 
rian Sunday morning broadcast of 
the Southernaires has reached a 
surprising number of these stay-at- 
homes. It has reached a remark- 
able number of others who have 
dropped or who have never held 


chur filiations. 
A g the admirers of the 
Sougmernaires are the deeply de- 


vout and those who have strayed 
from the path of religious observ- 
ance, the saint and the sinner, and 
every loyal member and sympa- 
thizer of the Barbershop Quartet 
Singing Socjety of America, who 
could no more resist the soft, close 
harmony of the four Negro singers 
than a swing addict could close his 
ears to Benny Goodman’s clarinet. 

Just how seriously the group’s 
leader and the rest are received 
by members of their radio audi- 
ence is indicated by the fact that 
a substantial part of the income of 
the quartet and their accompanist 
consists of fees for appearances at 
private affairs ranging from fu- 
nerals to stag parties. One New 
York woman pays them $1000 each 
year to conduct a church service 
a single Sunday at her home. 
Three wealthy families, instead of 
sending flowers to the funerals of 
friends, employ The Southernaires 
to sing at the obsequies. Not in- 
frequently they are hired for wed- 
dings. For several years they have 
appeared at the annual dinner in 
St. Louis given by James Kearney 
of the Kearney Electric Co., for 
employes and friends, at the Mis- 
souri Athletic Association. Tomor- 
row night they will give a public 
concert at Municipal Auditorium in 
St. Louis. 


The Southernaires are Homer 
Smith, top tenor; Lowell Peters, 
second tenor; J. Stone Toney, bari- 
tone; William Edmonson, bass, and 
Spencer Odom, accompanist-ar- 
ranger. Edmonson is the leader 
whose preaching has stirred radio 
listeners, and his sermons. are 
written by Smith, a former divinity 
student, whose tenor is less suited 
to the discourses than Edmonson’s 
mellow bass. 

Smith, as spokesman for the 
group, says that the most remark- 
able reaction to the program comes 
from correspondents who “want to 
cry.” 

“Fully one-half of our letters,” 
Smith said, “praise or request one 
song or the other because the writ- 
ers said it made them cry. Most 
of our requests are for hymns. I'd 
say the most popular was ‘The Old 
Rugged Cross.’ Next are the spir-

ituals. And one man in the Mid- 
dle West, a barber shop harmony 
addict, insists continually on ‘Man- 
dy Lee.’” 

Beside receiving requests for cer- 
tain: songs, the Southernaires fre- 
quently are asked to pray or to 
make particular mention of some 
sentimental occasion, either one of 
sorrow or happiness. Smith re- 
called that once they were asked to 
make a special mention in a prayer 
of the name of one listener.. A 
few weeks later they received a let- 
ter signed with that name, thank- 
ing them for the prayer in his be- 
half because he had obtained em- 
ployment after being out of work 
for months. 

“Unfortunately,” Smith said, “it 
didn’t serve to demonstrate the ef- 
ficacy of prayer, because that 
wasn't the man we were praying 
for. It was some one who just 
happened to have the same name.”

The Southernaires find it a 
strange coincidence that their pro- 
gram has been interrupted many 
times for news announcements of 
the greatest importance. They 
were halted for first bulletins of 
one of the Lindbergh flights; of the 
birth of the Lindbergh baby and of 
the kidnaping of the child. During 
their radio time the death of the 
last Pope was announced, and 
later the election of the present 
Pope. 

Serving as a National Broadcast- 
ing Co. sustaining program, they 
also “stand by” from time to time, 
to fill in when special events such 
as political speeches do not occu- 
py the entire scheduled time. They 
have had several amusing experi- 
encs in this capacity, such as the 
time, during the recent political 
campaign, a famous Senator fin- 
ished a long and not too exciting 
talk. The Southernaires, unaware 
of the nature of the program just 
ended, rounded out the hour with: 
“Sit Down and Rest Awhile,” the 
spiritual with the oft-repeated line:

announcing his abdication of the 
throne. The Southernaires were 
“standing by,” ready to harmonize 
into the microphone to complete 
his unfinished minutes. They had 
supplied the announcer with a list 
of spirituals from which he was to 
select at random. In accordance 
with his announcement, the South- 
ernaires after Windsor had fin- 
ished, sang: “Little David, Play 
on Your Harp.” 


Hundreds of letters from En- 
glishmen and other admirers of the 
retiring King soon flooded the 
broadcasting company offices, pro- 
testing against what was mistaken 
as an unfunny effort at cleverness.

The Southernaires receive many 
contributions and along with them 
requests for assistance, sometimes 
from people unable to buy a radio, 
who seek help. These requests are 
satisfied to the utmost of the fi- 
nancial ability of the group but 
obviously they can fulfill but few. 

Checks sent simply as “dona- 
tions” toward carrying on the work 
of “the little weather-beaten, white- 
washed church,” are returned to 
the senders, as are cash contribu- 
tions when names are attached. 


The Southernaires accept fees, of 
course, for private performances, 
but not for anything done in the 
course of the radio program. 
Nevertheless, $5 and $10 bills have 
arrived anonymously after con- 
tributors have been informed that 
such donations are not acceptable. 
Those anonymous contributions are 
placed in a fund maintained in be- 
half of requests for assistance.

The Southernaires think that the 
success of their program is due not 
only to the religious urge in many 
of their listeners, but also to the 
almost universal sentiment deep in 
the heart of the average American. 

“The songs that people say make 
them cry are usually not sad in 
themselves,” Smith explained. “But 
the listener has some association 
with that song that moves him, We 
have one patron who has us sing 
regularly at his affairs, who will 
ask us for one certain number, and 
no sooner do we begin it, than 
he gets up and leaves the room. 
When he comes back his face is 
wet with tears and his handker- 
chief is soaked but he probably 
hasn’t heard more than the first 
four bars.

people who just enjoy crying. Why 
a surprising lot of our letters say 
in one way or another: ‘Please sing 
such-and-such or so-and-so again. 
We haven’t had such a good cry 
in a long time.’

Mincemeat Cookie Sandwiches. 

Three cups all-purpose flour, one 
teaspoon soda, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one cup shortening, one cup 
light brown sugar firmly packed, 
two and one-half cups quick rolled 
oats, one-half cup buttermilk, one 
pound jar mincemeat, 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
with soda and salt into mixing 
bowl. Add shortening (half butter, 
half vegetable shortening or lard) 
and cut into flour with pastry 
blender or two knives. Add sugar 
and rolled oats and stir until well

in St. Louis 


LL the varieties of apples,

M ANY people consider that soft- 


- bility, will be too heavy or too light. 


If the whack is too heavy, half 
of the egg will fall into the cup, 
where the yolk will exude, spread- 
ing a thick yellow ooze. Fish for the 
half which is in the cup with your 
fingers. 

When you have captured the first 
half, scoop out what little of the egg 
remains. Follow the same proce- 
dure with the second half of the 
egg, which by now should have 
cooled slightly. 

If, on the other hand, the whack 
is too light, you will have to pull 
the egg apart with your fingers. 
Very likely the shell, weakened by 
the blow, will collapse and you will 


have great difficulty distinguish- 
ing between what is fingers and 
what is egg. 

Hold your hands before you with 
the fingers upward in a gesture of 
despair and look for a bowl of wa- 
ter in which to wash away the signs 
of the encounter.

UDGING from the recent seif- 
rating examination, the greatest 
fault of the average player is his 
inability to rise to unusual circum- 
stances. Let us reconsider question 


36:

What call do you make? 

Of the approximate 25,000 answers 
sent in to me for grading, only 4 
per cent agreed with the official 
answer, four spades. Slightly more 
than half of all the answers re- 
ceived gave four hearts as the most 
effective bid Sout’ could make: 
about 25 per cent voted for four 
diamonds; about 15 per cent chose 
the remarkable, I might say inex- 
plicable, bid of five clubs; and fin- 
ally, there were more than a few 
votes for four no trump. 

The fact that I did not consider 
four hearts a really bad answer is 
attested by my failure to assign any 
demerits to that call. Indeed, if 
the examinees who chose the four 
heart bid intended to bid six dia- 
monds at their next opportunity 
(if they had one) I would be strong- 
ly inclined to give them credits 
rather than demerits. As I have 
said, however, there was no way of 
determining future intentions and, 
inSofar as one single bid is con- 
cerned, there is no question in my 
mind that the recommended four 
spade cue bid had more potential 
advantages than any other. 

One of these was stressed in the 
official answer, viz, that by bid- 
ding four spades and eventually 
buying the contract in hearts or 
diamonds, South might well coax a 
club lead from the opponents. Then 
it would not be too remote a hope 
that dummy’s spades could be dis- 
carded on declarer’s side suit after 
trumps were drawn. I very much 
fear that the prime reason for the 
failure of most examinees to select 
the four spade answer was the ex- 
tremely simple fact that they did 
not think of it.

West opened the four of hearts 
and declarer won in his own hand 
with the king. He could see at once 
that his only problem was in the 
minor suits. If a trump trick were 
not lost, a club trick could be given 
away with impunity. If a trump 
trick had to be lost, however, some 
precaution had to be taken against 
the lass of a club trick. 

With this in mind, declarer pro- 
ceeded to strip the hand before 
drawing trumps. As a safety meas- 
ure, the ace of trumps was laid 
down first. Then followed three 
rounds of spades. South discard- 
ing a club. The ace of hearts was 
cashed and a low heart was ruffed. 
Now South was in position for his 
trump play. 

A low trump was led and, West 
followed low, dummy’s jack was 
finessed. When it held, the con- 
tract, of course, was safe. 

South did not care whether or not 
the trump finesse worked. If East 
happened to hold the queen of dia- 
monds, he would win that trick, but 
then would be obliged to lead a club 
up 60 dummy’s tenace, or a major 
suit card which would give declarer 
a ruff and a discard. In either 
case, declarer would lose no club 
trick.

“Some regtraint is exercised,” th 
ppinion continued, “when we sa 
only that a hodge-podge of sus 
picions, far-fetched inferences an 
pure guesses the like of this on 
not- often has been built up.” 

On Study of the Record. 

“One who studies the record té 
find in it evidence that the com 
pany dominated the Brotherhood 
will be at a loss, we think, to find | 
that evidence, 

“Indeed, extended comment fs 
impossible. We find nothing that 
one trained in the law, and true to 
the traditions of the law, would 
characterize as substantial ev 
dence, even as a scintilla of ev 
dence, and nothing that within th 
more liberal standards of the Nz 
tional Labor Relations Act can b 
called substantial evidence.”
